THE TARIFF BILL. 


The Senate on Wednesday last con- 
cluded the consideration of the amend- 
ed tariff bill which has been before 
that body since last May. Most of the 
changes of special interest to our 
readers have already been reported in 
these columns, but we now print a 
schedule in tabular form giving the 
rates of duty imposed under the pres- 
ent law, the rates fixed in the McKin- 
ley bill as passed by the House of 
Representatives, and the rates pro- 
vided in the bill as passed by the Sen- 
ate last Wednesday, which will be 
found convenient for ready reference 
and comparison. There are numerous 
provisions to which objection is made 
by the importer and which it is feared 
will seriously affect his interests while 
neither affecting the policy of protec- 
tion or that of tariff reform. The bill 
as passed will be referred to a confer- 
ence committee, which will act upon 
all the amendments made by the Sen- 
ate to the original bill as passed by 
the House. It is probable that changes 
will be made by this committee in 
some of the schedules, although it is 
thought the chemical schedule will 
not be disturbed. Several of the clau- 
ses and provisions to which earnest ob- 
jection has been made are in the na- 
ture of amendments and will be consid- 
ered by the conference committee, and 
some of these will undoubtedly be 
changed. The final revision and re- 
port of this committee will, of course, 
be acted upon by the Senate and 
House, and before the bill is ready for 
the signature of the President im- 
portant changes may, and probably 
will, be made. Protests, however, are 
still in order, and should be made 
without delay to the conference com- 
mittee through the members of either 
house representing the districts in 
which reside the protesters. 

The enacting clause of the bill pro- 
videsthat the same shall go into effect 
on the first day of October, but as that 
is an amendment to the bill as passed 
by the House, it will rest with the con- 
ference committee to fix thedate. It 
is reported that the members which 
will probably compose the conference 
comuiittee are in favor of extending 
the time to February 1, while it is re- 
garded as certain that the date to be 
fixed will not be earlier than Decem- 
ber 1. There has been some misap- 
prehension in regard to the provision 
in the original bill as it passed the 
House, which made all imported mer- 
chandise in bonded warehouses at the 
time the bill goes into effect dutiable 
at the new rates. The Senate did not 
adopt this, but offered an amend- 
ment, and this matter will now 
come before the conference com- 
mittee, which will unquestionably 
extend the period within which goods 
may be taken out of bond at the old 
rates of duty. It has been intimated 
that thirty days from the date the bill 
goes into effect neets the approval of 
a majority of the members of both the 
Senate Finance Committee and the 
House Committee on Waysand Means. 
The tariff act of March 2, 1867, took 
effect from the date of its approval, 
and this act is cited by members favor- 
ing ashort notice as a precedent and 
as justifying their action, Several 
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articles are made exceptions by special 
provision in the schedules, one being 
opium, the provision reading, ‘but 
opium prepared for smoking and other 
preparations of opium deposited in 
bonded warehouse shall not be re- 
moved therefrom without payment of 
duties, and such duties shall not 
be refunded.” Paragraph 73 may 
be variously construed, and as it 
has been the custom of the Treasury 
officials to base their construction 
strictly on the language of the section, 
this may mean an extension of the 
application of the rate provided to 
articles not intended by the framers of 
the bill or contemplated by Congress. 
The paragraph provides that “all 
medicinal preparations, including 
medicinal proprietary preparations, 
of which alcobol is a component part, 
or in the preparation of which alcohol 
is used, not specially provided for in 
this act, fifty cents per pound.” A 
strict interpretation of this paragraph 
would result in the imposition of a 
duty of fifty cents per pound on nu- 
merous preparations and chemicals

It is possible that a further rise in 
values may occur under the stimulus 
of speculative excitement, but already 
any legitimate advance that would be 
caused by the addition of the duty has 
been discounted and an earley reac- 
tion in the market would not be sur- 
prising. The effect of the duty will 
no doubt be to give a stimulus to home 
production. We understand that the 
erection of several new works is already 
contemplated, and it will only need 
the Presidents signature to the tariff 
bill, providing the sugar of milk clause 
is not changed by the conference com- 
mittee, to give fresh impetus to the busi 
ness in this country. If the produc-

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THE SUGAR OF MILK BOOM. 








The probability that after October 


1st., or whenever the new tariff goes 


into effect, sugar of milk will be dutia- 


ble at the rate of eight cents per pound 
has caused an active speculative move- 
ment in that commodity. Soon after 
the question of placing an import tax 
on sugar of milk was first mooted con- 
sumers and: dealers began to look 
about for stock to supply prospective 
necessities, that they might be pro- 
tected against the advance the impor- 
tation of a duty would inevigably pro- 
duce. Large orders were sent to Eu- 
rope, and ina short time the bulk of 
the available stock was absorbed, and 
the European manufacturers had their 
production for months to come under 
contract. The result is, that the large 
consumers in this country have their 
wants well covered. One of the largest 
users of the article is said to have 
placed orders that will keep him sup- 
plied for the next two years, while 
others will have enough to last them 
from a year to a year and a half. 
Notwithstanding the heavy purchas- 
es already made there is still a very 
active demand for sugar of milk, 
though it seems to be largely of aspec- 
ulative character. The restricted” of- 
ferings from Europe and the compara- 
tively high prices demanded there for 
a time kept this market in a quiescent 
state, but since the passage of the tariff 
bill by the Senate, and even for some 
days prior to that event, the activity

extent now indicated the resulting 
competition will probably carry prices, 
for a time at least, back to the point 
at which the upward movement start- 
ed. In fact competition or no compet- 
ition, some of the American manufac- 
turers, and prospective manufacturers, 
have asserted that under a protective 
duty, sugar of milk will eventually be 
made cheaply in this country, and 
sold at as low prices as has ever been 
quoted here for the imported article. 


THE RISE IN SHELLAC. 


The shellac market has of late closely 
followed the course outlined in these 
columns some months ago, when the 
upward movement of values began. 
The position of the article is fully as 
strong now as we predicted it would 
be when the full effects of the short 
supply began to be felt. The stock in 
London according to last reports, was 
but 47,000 cases, against 67,000 at the 
same time last year, and 85,000 in 1888, 
There is no official record kept of the 
stock here, but it is estimated by com- 
petent authority that the present spot 
supply is about 8,000 cases or 4,000 
cases less than at the corresponding 
date a year ago, and about 12,000 less 
than at the same time in 1888. The 
visable supply for this market, includ- 
ing stock on spot and afloat, is only 
about 10,400 cases. With an average 
monthly consumption of 2,500 cases, 
we can therefore, count on only about 
four months supply. 

Concerning supplies beyond this 
period, the outlook is dubious. None 
of the factories are offering forward 
contracts, while offerings for prompt 
or early shipment, from Caicutta, are 
extremely limited, and at high prices. 
The two crops of stic lac, harvested 
in August and September, and which 
are only suitable for the manufacture 
of natives and button, were much 
smaller than usual, and consequently 
no important addition to the supply 
can be expected from that source. The 
trade will therefore, be largely depen- 
dent upon the Bysacki stic lac crop, 
which comes in between November 
and February. Even should this crop 
be large none of the shellac made from 
it would be available for consumption 
until next spring. 

Itis hardly probable that we can 
call on London to supply whatever de- 
ficiency may exist here inthe interim. 
For the first time in many years, nei- 
ther D. C., V. 8. O., Octagon B, 8. 8. 
or 8. D., is quoted in the London mar- 
ket andit is said that none of these 
marks exists there. The London stock, 
we are informed, is made up of T.N. 
Garnet and Button, and it is under- 
stood that only a small percentage of 
it would be merchantable in this mar- 
ket. 

While all kinds are in astrong posi- 
tion, it is probable that D, C., and 
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Garnet are in better shape for a mark- 
ed advance than any of the others. 
The D. C., stock is closely controlled, 
and would probably have advanced 
much beyond the present point, but 
for the fact that it has, of late, been 
somewhat neglected for cheaper grades. 
A. C. Garnet is also concentrated, and 
is believed that there will not be 
enough of it to supply the consnming 
demand beyond December ist. The 
usual annual production of A. C. Gar- 
net is 15,000 cases, but for the past two 
years the output has averaged less 
than half that quantity. The factory 
is now cloced, and the last mail ad- 
vices state that no stic lac suitable for 
making garnet is obtainable. The 
London stock of this grade is about 
6,000 cases, and is said to be principally 
out of condition. It is controlled by 
three dealers. The consumption of 
garnet in London and on the Conti- 
nent averages 1,000 cases annually. 
The spot stock here is said not to ex- 
ceed 200 cases, and there are only 
about 250 cases afloat for this market. 

The upward movement of values all 
along the line has not interfered with 
the consuming demand. In fact, there 
is, if anything, more inquiry for stock 
now then when prices were low, as 
neither importers, dealers or consum 
ers had stocked up in anticipation of 
the rise. The story of a short stic lac 
_crop has been so often repeated with- 
out reason, that the trade placed little 
or no confidence in it when circulated, 
as usual, this year. 

The effect upon Calcutta exchange 
of the advance in silver has had some- 
thing to do with the rise in shellac, 
but, even had there been no such 
change as has occurred in the silver 
situation, the upward movement in 
shellac values based on supply and de- 
mand alone, would have been inevit- 
able, unless the position in Calcutta 
has been grossly exaggerated. The 
present position abroad, as indicated 
by the most reliable advices, fully con- 
firms the earlier reports concerning 
the curtailment of production and the 
advance in prices has been more the 
result of this shortage than of any 
speculative operations. From present 
indications much higher prices will 
prevail before the end of the season. 
All clases of buyers, evidently, need 
stock, and that they are not deterred 
from buying by the elevated views of 
Calcutta parties, is shown by the fact 
that within a day or two twenty-three 
and a half cent, cost, freight and in- 
surance, has been paid for T. N. for 
shipment from Calcutta.

HAS THE LARD BILL BEEN SUP- 
PRESSED? 


The recent suggestion of the REPoR- 
TER that the pure food bill be substi- 
tuted for the Conger lard bill, has 
been adopted by the United States 
Senate or rather by the political caucus 
of the Senate. In arranging the pro- 
gram for the balance of the session the 
obnoxious lard bill was not included 
among the measures to be discussed 
and acted upon. The southern repre- 
sentatives simply informed their col- 
leagues that they would not permit 
the passage of the proposed law on 
lard, and to gain their point they 
would throw every obstacle in the way 
of business progress in the Senate. The 
other representatives, with possibly 
one or two exceptions, saw no political 
advantage in particular to be gained 
by insisting on the adoption of the 
bill, hence it was dropped from the 
list and the food bill substituted. 
There is no certainty, however, that 
it will remain suppressed. Hopes 
should not be built on the consign- 
ment of such an iniquitous measure to 
oblivion until the adjournment of 
Congress. We have no personal 
knowledge that the fate of the bill has 
been sealed as stated, having to de- 
pend on the statements of Washington 
correspondents, They agree, however, 
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on the manner of disposition, and 
there would seem to be no room for 
doubt on that score; still, it requires 
watching until adjournment. The 
lard and cotton oil markets may be 
influenced by the latest develop- 
ments, as little fear need be enter- 
tained of the result, but the sub- 
stantial recovery of values will natur- 
ally be delayed until the national law 
makers depart for their homes, which 


event will have more significance.

THE ACID COMBINATION. 


The acid trade has been consider- 
ably exercised lately by reports of dis— 
sension in the Knickerbocker Chemical 
Co., and its threatened disruption. 
This company was formed ostensibly 
for the purpose of reducing competi- 
tion, regulating production and prices. 
The combination, if it may be so 
terme’, is composed of the majority of 
acid manufacturers in this vicinity, 
and they hoped by harmonious action 
to introduce and maintain such de- 
sirable features in the business as 
would ensure a profitable return to the 
members. How far the objects have 
been accomplished is best known to 
those identified with the Knicker- 
bocker corporation, as it is not the 
mission of the REPORTER to investi- 
gate private business affairs. How- 
ever, as the progress of the organized 
body and its influence have consider- 
able bearing on the acid market, we 
have found it necessary to take cogni- 
zance of passing events directly con- 
nected with that concern, whose 
continued existence is now questioned, 
not only by outsiders, but by one of 
its members. There are conflicting 
statements concerning the alleged 
feeling of dissatisfaction with the 
operations of the company, which we 
shall not attempt to harmonize, but as 
the officers are supposed to be 
working from the highest mot- 
ives, and should have the welfare of 
the whole trade at heart, they may 
realize that a stronger compact than 
now exists is necessary to protect the 
market and themselves from threat- 
ened disastrous resuits. It has been 
demonstrated by agreements in other 
branches of commerce that unless a 
manufacturer is obliged by financial 
interests at stake to conform to certain 
rules they will either be forgotten or 
the duty of observance neglected 
through some other cause. Moral 
obligations are difficult to maintain 
when competitors are being enriched 
by the patronage that belongs to an- 
other. 

It may be suggested to form a cor- 
poration on a different basis and simi- 
lar to the Alkali Union or starch 
combination, but whatever the char- 
acter of the plan may be, itshould give 
every one a financial interest, so as to 
encourage harmony and cause obliga- 
tions to become a pleasure instead of a 
task. On the other hand, there is a 
disposition manifested to have an open 
field without any regulations in regard 
to production, prices, etc. The indus- 
try is declared to be unprofitable owing 
to over-production, and it is argued 
that this can be remedied by those 
firms unable to meet competition 
being compelled to withdraw; in other 
words, it is desired in some quarters to 
apply the law of the survival of the 
fittest. 
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BRONZE POWDER AND THE 
TARIFF. 


The continued uncertainty as to the 
result of the present tariff legislationin 
Congress and the Senate, has unset- 
tled to a considerable extent, the mar- 
kets for several of the dry colors and 
also for those articles kindred to 
the paint industry. In no instance 
has this been more perceptible than in 
the market for bronze powders. The 
present duty is fifteen per cent., but

pound. In anticipation of this bill 
becoming a law, with the consequent 
increase of duty, the importers and 
dealers, immediately became solicitous 
and lost no time in increasing their 
orders, in some instances to a very 
large degree, and the shipments to 
this country have been  consider- 
ably in excess of previous years, 
it being estimated that fully 
$600,000 worth of bronze powder has 
already been received here, with a 
large quantity on the way and in pro- 
cess of shipment, while this figure as a 
rule would cover the entire year’s im- 
ports. Upon the consideration of the 
bill by the Senate, however, the origi- 
nal duty of fifteen per cent. was re- 
stored by that body, and the importers 
now find that they had become need- 
lessly alarmed, but this does not take 
away the fact that the market is 
largely overstocked, with further sup- 
plies expected. As a natural result, 
there is much uneasiness expressed as 
tothe ultimate result of this glut in 
the market, and it is feared that some 
of the smaller concerns may not be 
able to withstand the strain, and con- 
sequently will be forced to press their 
holdings on the market at concessions 
in prices. In this event, low figures 
may be expected to prevail for the 
commodity, as it is not an article that 
would be liable to be readily taken 
up, even at concessions, if not abso- 
lutely required. Other dealers, how- 
ever, express a hope that these con- 
ditions will be averted, and an effort 
will undoubtedly be made to steady 
the market upon the first evidences of 
a break. 
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COTTON SEED PRICES. 


It would appear that the Louisiana 
cotton oil mills have eutered into an 
agreement on seed prices, although 
the uncertain situation does not just- 
ify any action regarding future values 
on either seed or oil. The industry 
has been placed in a peculiar position 
by reason of several unusual circum- 
stances such as a surplus on hand of 
manufactured products, an extraordi- 
nary crop of seed, decreased home 
consumption of oil on account of the 
lard bill agitation, and the determina- 
tion of planters to obtain the highest 
figures possible for seed. 

All this, added to the disastrous re- 
sults feared from the passage of the 
Conger bill, was such that the mills 
were absolutely indifferent about get- 
ting seed unless it could be purchased 
at a profit. The practice heretofore 
has been to advance money on a grow- 
ing crop of seed, just as cotton factors 
do on a growing crop of cotton, the 
difference being that the factor gets a 
lien on the crop, interest on his adj 
vances and a commission on the sale 
of the crop, while many advances on 
seed carry with it no security, no obli- 
gation on the part of the planter or 
producer to sell his seed to the one ad- 
vancing him the money, save at the 
very highest market price. The item 
of interest alone on such advances 
considerably increased the price of 
seed last season and in previous years, 
according to ourinformants. It was 
for these reasons that it has been de- 
termined to put a stop to this perni- 
cious system for the future. At the 
meeting, which lasted three days, the 
agents were brought together, and it 
was understood after considerable 
figuring that for the time being the 
mills would pay for seed delivered in 
New Orleans at the rate of ten dollars 
per ton on delivered weights, a com- 
mission of one dollar to agents being 
added to this, making the seed cost 
eleven dollars delivered in New Or- 
leans. The agents were cautioned by 
their principals against contracting or 
advising their friends to contract for 
seed for future delivery at that price, 
as the indications were that unless the 
market improved prices would have to

The company was incorporated in May, 1889, 
with a capital stock of $10,000; J. W. Fiske, the 
president, it is said, being the capitalist of the 
company. 

The Peace River Phosphate Company,whose 
headquarters are in this city, are exporting 
considerable of their high grade phosphate 
rock. Acargo of 2,450 tons arrived in Ham- 
burg recently on the steamer Rio Tinto and 
the buyers have expressed great satisfaction 
over it, stating that it exceeded the guarantee 
of the company.

The president of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change last Saturday forwarded the following 
dispatch to Hon, A. 8, Paddock, the chairman 
of the Committee on Agriculture of the Sen- 
ate, in relation to the Conger Lard bill: “The 
New York Cotton Exchange directs me to 
advise you that in its opinion the passage of 
the Conger Lard bill by the Serate will be 
seriously detrimental to the interests of the 
Southern planters, and protests against the 
passage of the measure. We trust your com- 
mittee will not approve the measure.” 


Mr. J. H. Rice, the Western glass jobber,who 
is credited with controlling the production of 
47 pots, owing to money advanced the owners, 
is president of the Stewart-Estep Glass Com- 
pany. a corporation into which the business of 
Stewart, Estep & Co., of Marion, Ind., was re- 
cently turned.

Mr. W. E. Cutter, who is very well and fa- 
vorably known to the paint trade, especially 
in the New Engiand States, as a former mem- 
ber of the firm of W. E. Cutter & Co., manu- 
facturers of copperas and venetian red at 
Worcester, Mass., was in the city last week 
and expressed a desire to enter business agai 
after a vacation of one year andahalf. Mr. 
Cutter is ready to receive propositions for the 
investment of capitalin the paint line. His 
address is Worcester, Mass. 


The motion for an order removing Mr. Wil- 
liam Brookfield as receiver of the Bushwick 
Chemical Company came up before Judge 
Cullen inthe Supreme Court, Brooklyn, last 
week and was denied. The court held that 
there was nothing to show anything of the 
kind charged. Furthermore, Judge Cullen 
ruled, the original order never appointed Mr, 
Brookfield receiver, but merely gave him 
power to make a contract, and there was 
nothing to show that the creditors had suf- 
fered the slightest loss. 


According to the recently issued report of 
the Commissioner of British Inland Revenues, 
the duties collected from patent medicine 
stamps for the fiscal year ending March 3lst, 
show a gain of about 8%. The amount col- 
lected was £217,264 against £202,375 for the 
same period in 1888-89. The revenue from 
spirits amounted to £13,860,002. The employ- 
ment of methylated epitits in the arts shows a 
arge increase over the preceding year. The 
quantity of spirits entered into warehouses 
for methylation was 3,188,306 gallons against 
2,960,904.

The stone is found at about 
2,000 feet above the sea level says the En- 
gineering and Mining Journal in that part of 
the peak called “Canadas,” which has an area 
of some 6,000 hectares, out of the middle of 
which rises the highest part of the peak. The 
Russian Consul at St. Croix bought this pro- 
perty of the Spanish government in considera- 
tion of an anpual payment for the pumice 
stone working. The Russian Consul has asso- 
ciated himself with a Belgian, and they com- 
menced operation in 1888, but it was only last 
year exportation was really started. At the 
Paris Exhivition this stone obtained a silver 
medal. So far, Lipari Islands have practically 
furnished the world’s supply of this product, 
exporting about 100,000 tons per annum, The 
Teneriffe stone is recognized as of excellent 
quality, and its extraction much more simple 
than iu the sapert Islands. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 





A fire broke out Monday morning at 
Holmes's oil works, Buffalo, causing a tank to 
explode. The damage is about $1,000. Nine 
men were injured. 

G. Ackerman, H. J. Arbenz, Mills and others 
have organized the Gasmire Oil & Gas Co, at 
Wheeling, W. Va., with a capitil stock of 
$4,000 for the purpose of sinking oil and gas 
wells, 

Business on the Lima oil exchange does not 
appear to be booming. The Lima Times of a 
recent date said: “On the oil exchange to-day 
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there was one transaction—the scrubbing of 
the hall this afternoon,” 


A charter has been issued to the Montana 
Oil Company, of Franklin, Pa.;capital, $30,000. 
The directors are Thomas S. Armiston and R. 
Ciarence Dorsett, of New York city; Thomas 
H. Sheppard, JohnO, McCalmont and Bryan 
H. Osborn, of Franklin. 


Another cut in the premium of the lowcr 
country oil has been made that is, five cents 
off on Washington and four cents off on Mid- 
dle field oi]. This brings the premium down 
to fifteen and twelve cents respectively, in- 
stead of twenty-five and twenty cents which 
it formerly commanded. 


Alfred Peckham, a well-known and popular 
member of the Consolidated Stock and Petro 
leum Exchange, died last Friday at his reri- 
dence in Brooklyn, of consumption. Mr. Peck- 
ham was horn in Newport, R. T., about forty- 
six years ago, where his family resided. He 
leaves a wife and three children. 


An assignment for the benefit of creditors, 
was made last Friday by Charles F. Miller tu 
James M. Matthews of Philadelphia, a broker. 
Mr. Miller basa small oil refinery at Gray's 
Ferry, but the competition has been so keen 
he could not meet the claime of his creditors, 
Mr. Matthews, the assignee, could give no fig- 
ures, although he is reported to have said they 
would be very small. 








The suit of Logan, Emery & Weaver against 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company to 
recover damages, on the ground that the road 
had discriminated against them in its rates 
for shipments of oil to their Philadelphia 
refinery, was settled at Smithport last week 
by a compromise after the arrival of Pres- 
ident Roberts, Controller Downing, and 
Solictor Logan of the railroad company. The 
prosecutors claimed damages in the sum of 
$107,120.70 besides a penalty of $214.141.40, 
which was based upon an act of June 4, 1883, 
that any carrier discriminating in its freight 
rates should reimburse in three times the sum 
estimated as damages by the plaintiff. It is 
reported that the Pennsylvania Company set- 
tled for somcthing in the neighborhood of 
$30,000, a trifle over what the counsel fees will 
be. 


A Dublin correspondent of the Oil Trade 
Review writes :—The recent arrival of three 
unprecedentedly large vessels from New York 
almost simultaneously, carrying about 2040 
barrels of refined petroleum of the well-known 
brands “Royal Daylight” and “White Rose,” 
opens the business of the season. The car- 
gocs, I understand, are turning out to the 
utmost satisfaction of the merchants, the oil 
itself being of a very superior quality, ani in 
sound new barrels tastefully painted. There 
seems to be great care taken ip handling and 
stowing, to land in such nice order after so 
long a voyage. The low prices ruling have 
induced large business by way of contracts 
with dealers for their winter supplies both in 
the city andin the provincial towns, Scotch 
oil being included to some extent, but Russiun 
oil so far has not taken a place.” 


Professor McGee of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, expresses the opinion that 
Professor Orton’s theory regarding the ex- 
haustion of the supply of natural gas is cor- 
rect. He says “it will fail; it may bea long 
time yet, but it will surely fail.” There is lit- 
tle reason for doubt that this is true. All wells 
that have been heavily drawu upon for a pe- 
rion of three or four years have gradually di- 
minished in pressure. Some have become use- 
less, Others have been almost wholly exhaust- 
ed, but after being securely closed they have 
become stronger than they were at any time 
before. Such has been the experience of the 
Consumers’ Gas Trust with some of the 
wells at Broad Ripple. The supply can be so 
husbanded that exhaustion becomes improba- 
ble. The fact that wells can be so managed is 
inference that there Is continuous generation, 
and that the production is sufficient to supply 
moderate demands indefinitely. Exhaustion 
becomes imminent only when there is waste- 
ful or too rapid use of the supply. 


R. J. McConnell, a member of the staff of 
the Dominion Geological Survey, has returned 
to Winnepeg, Man., {from the Athabusca dis- 
trict, where he has been all summer cxamin- 
ing the reported petroleum deposits in that 
country. The Athabasca is a large river, 
which rises well toward the north, sweorps 
southward to within eight miles of Edmonton 
and then flows north vard, uniting with the 
Peace and forming the Slave River. He states 
that there is in the Athabasca district a pet- 
roleum area greater than anywhere else in the 
world, Along the river there are vast belts 
of sand about 250 feet thick saturated with 
tar. These cover thousands of miles, and in- 
dicate that an almost incalculable amount of 
petroleum has in past years oozed out to the 
surface and evaporated, leaving the tar beds 
Mr. McConnell will recommend the Govern- 
ment to expend $20,000 or $30,000 in sinking 
wells. It will not be difficult to get the pet- 
roleum out to the markets of the world, as 
the Calgary and Edmonton Railway upon its 
completion will be within eighty miles of the 
Athabasca River. 


The works in connection with the construc- 
tion of a series of petroleum depots at Liver- 
pool are now io progreas,and some idea of their 
magnitude may be obtained. The tanks are 
to be of the following capacities; one of 3,C00 
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tons, one of 2,500 tons, and two each of 2,000 
tons. They are intended for the reception of 
oil to be pumped from tank ships berthed on 
the west side of the Herculaneum Dock. Each 
tank isto be surrounded with a substantial 
wall,forming a moat capable of containing the 
whole contents of the tank, this being intended 
to secure the safety of the low-lying quays in 
case of the improbable contingency of a ser- 
ious accident to any of the tanks. On the 
same leye! as the tanks there will be yards for 
the storage of barrels, and on the terrace at a 
level of about eleven feet below this there 
will be asecond terrace forming,a platform 
for the filling of barrels from the tanks, 
whence they will be removed by wagon or 
cart on a railway and roadway adjoining the 
river wall.

FRANK W. GERARD. 

Frank W. Gerard, the well-known and 
popular senior member of the brokerage firm 
of Gerard & Brown, died on Thursday at his 
country home in White Hills, Conn.

RUFUS T. BUSH. 


Mr. Rufus T. Bush, president of the Bush & 

Denslow Manufacturing Company, died at bis 
home in Brooklyn on Monday morning from a 
dose of aconite which he took in mistuke for 
paregoric. With the hope of improving his 
health he made a tour of Europe this summer, 
and in the early part of last week returned to 
his home. Then he went West, hoping to get 
relief from nervousness. Relief failed to 
come to him, and upon again reaching bis 
home he sought the advice of his physician. 
The doctor prescribed for him and urdered 
him to remain quiet, and the ailment would 
soon passaway. Events during the past few 
diys may have had the effectof adding to his 
nervousness and attendant insomnia. In a med- 
icine chest in his bodroom he kept various 
remedies. There were two bottles alike, ex- 
cept as to labels, in the chest. In one was 
paregoric and in the other tincture of aconite. 
During the early morning he poured three 
teaspoonfuls from the aconite vial, which he 
mistook for the paregoric, into some whiskey 
and drank it. Soon afterward he was taken 
with a severe nausea, and realizing the mis- 
take he had made called his wife. Mrs. Bush 
upon investigation found that such was the 
case. The aconite bottle was partially emptied 
while the paregoric vial was full. Under the in- 
structions of her hasband, who was familiar 
with the use of medicine, Mrs. Bush admin- 
istered emetics and stimulants, and immedi- 
ately summoned a physician. Mrs. Bush, who 
was almost frantic with fear, as she realized 
her husband's critical condition, aroused the 
family and the domestics, and everything was 
done to relieve the suffering man. The time 
which had elapsed from the swallowing of 
the potion, the flavor vf which had been con- 
cealed by the whiskey, until Mr. Bush realized 
the burning in the throat and called his wife 
had proved fatal. He died about ten minutes 
after the doctor’s arrival. 

Rufus T. Bush, who was fifty years of age 
on February 22 last, was a native of Tompkins 
county, this State. Until he was eleven years 
old he worked on his tather’s farm. Then 
with his father’s consent he went to work for 
twenty-five cents a day on a neighboring 
farm. His family moved to Detroit, Mich., 
soon after that and young Kufus accompanied 
them there. For four years he attended the 
Lansing- High School and became a school 
teacher. He subsequently graduated at the 
Michigan Agricultural College. He was mar- 
ried while there to Miss Sarah M. Hall, daugh- 
terof the late Jonathan Hall, of Ridgeing, 
Mich. He came to this city 24 years ago and 
entered into the business of the manufac- 
ture of lubricating oils. He was exceedingly 
prosperous. The firm of Denslow & Bush, 
formed in 1867, was changed ten years later to 
the Bush & Denslow Manufacturing Company. 
It became a manufacturing corporation, and 
Mr. Bush, as president, continued at the head 
of the corporation up to the time of his 
death.

Mr. Bush took an interest in art and litera- 
ture and was connected with several Brooklyn 
institutions. Besides his wife Mr. Bush leaves 
two sons, Irving T. and Wendell T. Bush.

Adulterated Turpentine. 


Boston, Sept. 12, 1890. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

I am in receipt this A. M. of a letter from 
the south, informing me that the manufacture 
of adulterated turpentine is still in progress. 
The principal market to which it is consigned 
is the Philadelphia market. 

It is to the interest of all honest dealers and 
consumers that they should use every effort 
to protect the legitimate distiller. The only 
way to do this is for each firm to test the tur- 
pentine purchased by the hydrometer and re- 
ject all that will not stand the test. If this 
method is persisted in, it will be easy to trace 
the wrong where it belongs. The manufac- 
turers of the adulterated article resort to 
various schemes of shipping in trying to pre- 
vent tracing through individual firms or con.

After a Drug Commission. 


Frederick J. Dieter, a Wall street lawyer,has 
begun an action in the Supreme Court against 
Alexander Hudnut, late of Hudnut’s Pharma- 
cy, for $100,000 alfeged to be due him as a com- 
mission for negotiating the sale of the drug 
store. 

Dieter claims that Hudnut employed him as 
a broker to sell the business carried on under 
the name of the Hudnut & Hegeman Consoli- 
dated Drug and Chemical Company. The 
agreement, it is said, was signed on Oct, 26, 
1889, and stipulated that the purchase price 
was to be $400,000, of which Deiter was to re- 
ceive $100,000 as a commission. The latter 
alleges that he found a purchaser in a London 
syndicate, and cabled to Mr, Hudout on Nov. 
22 that the syndicate bad accepted the terms 
of the sale, according to the statement ofa 
daily contemporary. 

Before the syndicate could send a represen- 
tative to verify the representations made 
concerning the business, Mr. Hudnut in- 
formed Dieter that he had sold the pharmacy 
to the Hegeman people. Last week Dieter 
made application in Supreme Court Chambers, 
through his counsel, Jose E. Pidgeon, for the 
appointment of a commission to take the 
testimony of two witnesses who reside in 
London. They are rierce Perry and E, W 
Henry, both members of the syndicate which 
negotiated for the purchase of the pharmacy. 

Justice Patterson granted the motion and 
appointed Col. William H. Chesebrough as 
commissioner. A typewritten copy of the 
alleged agreement between Dieter and Hud- 
nut was submitted in court. Lawyer William 
A. Copp appeared for the defendant. He said 
that the present owners of the pharmacy 
bought it for $125,000. It was stated that the 
London brokers could have obtained $150,010 
for the business and made $50,000 by the sale.

Cotton Oil Mill on a Large Seale. 


New Orleans is to have another cottonseed 
oil mill on a much more extended and im- 
proved scale than any at present in operation 
here, says the Times-Democrat, and which, 
when completed, will, it is said, eclipse any- 
thing of the sort yet attempted in the South- 
ero country. It will combine the ordinary 
cottonseed oil mill, a soap factory and an acid 
phosphate factory, with a capaicty of 300 tons 
of seed per day, and will be independent. The 
site seiected for the new mill is at the corner 
ot Louisiana avenue and the river, a plot of 
ground over which there has been a good deal 
of heated discussion in committee and in the 
City Council, Mr. A. A. Maginnis, owner of the 
property in qu stion, contending that the city 
had not the right to allow private individuals 
to run a switch track from the Louisiana 
Avenue Belt Line to the Independent Oil 
Mill, then in the course of construction. To 
get tothe mil! the track would have to run 
through the Maginnis property. Mr. Thomas 
C. Duggan, brother of Col. J. H. Duggan, was 
Mr. Maginnis’ opponent, and the matter was 
vigorously fought. The gentlemen have set- 
tled their differences and together formulated 
the scheme for the new mill, which will be in 
operation in the course of ayear. The entire 
stock has been subscribed for, North and 
South, and will be $1,000,000.

Eugenol in Oil of Sassafras, 


According to Messrs. Grimaux and Ruott,

Potassium Chlorate by Electrolysis 


Potassium chlorate is said to be made by the 
electrolytic method, on a commercial scale 
at Villers-sur-Hormes in France. Accordiog 
to the London Industries,” a solution of por 
assium chloride is electrolyzed, and hydrogen 
is given off at one pole and potassium cbloride 
at the other.

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Impending Revolution in the Citron- 
ella Industry. 


The citronella and lemon grass plants which 
ver large expanses of the upland prairies of 
rd Jon, have long been used for essential o11 
Somes purposes, but it has hitherto been an 
unsolved problem for the distillers what todo 
with the bulky plants after distillation. At 
present they are simply & nuisance as refuse, 
and the fresh grass is frequently burnt down 
over large tracts of country to obtain a cheap 
cattle food from the young shoots which rise 
from beneath the ashes. It is now believed, 
says the Ceylon Observer, that the grass may 
pe made useful, after oil pressing, for the 
manufacture of light and cheap tea chests, 
for which there is a practically unlimited de- 
mand in the island. The tea chests nowin 
use are obtained from England, at acostof 
carriage on each box from London to Ceylon 
of 6d. On this item, therefore, a very consid- 
erable saving will be effected if the chests can 
pe locally produced. But it is confidently an- 
ticipated that besides that economy, a fur- 
ther one of very considerable amount will at- 
tend the local production of the strawboard, 
which has hitherto been obtained from Hol- 
Jand. The change contemplated will, there- 
fore, render it possible to supply chests made 
from citronella grass at a cost considerably 
below that of the wooden boxes at present 
used, Experiments made up to the present 
afford every prospect that the new industry 
will be successful. The first works are to be

Pig lead is in an interesting position, The 
upward movement of values based on short 
supplies and an active consuming demand has 
continued throughout the week. *8 a result 
the 5c point has been reached and it is possible 
that before this report gets to many of our 
readers, the price will have further advanced 
s@l0c per hundred, The high prices are due 
toa shortage in the supply at the beginning 
of the largest season of consumption, and 
while they have stimulated the production, 
some time must necessarily elapse before the 
increased output can be felt. The offerings in 
this market since our last have bec n extremely 
light and but for the fact that some of the old 
Corwith stock was released on replevin, busi- 
ness would have been almost impossible. Buy- 
ers have been anxious to secure stock and 
have freely bid 4 91@4 95c without obtaining 
much, At the close hoiders were indifferent 
sellers and the norma! quotation was 5c, There 
jgno prospect of early relief of the string- 
ency here by importations from the other 
side, The foreign markets are cabled active 
aod strong, the present cost to import being 
above 5c. Our Chicago correspondents Messrs. 
Everett & Post writing on the 13th., inst, say: 
“The market has been very active. Sales foot 
up fully one thousand tons, and yet consum- 
ers are not satisfied. Refiners are praticularly 
obstinate in naming prices for near tuture de- 
livery, and the demand for spot lead cannot 
be supplied. Values have advanced rapidly 
from the opening quotation, 4 70c, until at the 
close 4 8Uc is freely bid and 4 85c asked,and but 
little metal is available at the latter price. At 
st. Louis under ‘ight offerings and an active 
demand values further advanced to 475c. 
for spot and September deliveries, but th. 
price brings out no sellers; the closing is 
very firm, and unoti! offerings are more libera 
there is ittle likelihood of any lower rang: 
of prices.” 

White lead has again advanced. The large 
rise in the price of pig lead bas compelled the 
corroders to mark up their quotatiohs 4: 
per lb, and should the upward movement in 
the metal continue, a further advance in the 
price of the carbonate is possible. The market 
is still affected by summer inactivity, but 
there are signs of returning animution, and 
the outlook is encouraging. The consuming 
trade promises to be large this fall, as the 
stocks in the hends of distributors is small, 
owing to the policy followed for some time

guiphate of Barytes—The market has been 
very quiet and prices are nominally un- 
changed. Stocks are moderate but in the ab- 
gence of any particular business are equal to 
the demand. 

Chalk—The fact that vessels are extremely 
difficult to obtain, has been the means of ad- 
gancing values in this market, and an exceed- 
ingly firm tone has prevailed throughout the 
week. We hear of a vessel having been char- 
tered, viz., the Antwerp, now in this port, at 
764 freight. She will bring about 1,400 tons, 
According to report there have been three 
cargoes, agzregating about 4,000 tons, sold for 
Philadelphia at prices in the neighborhood of 
g270. The steamship companies are appar- 
ently not anxious to take the article, as they 
are quoting $2 80, which is practically a pro 
hibitory price. 

Chiua Clay—There has been a fair business 
doing, although no large order have been 
taken. Stocks are not excessive and the de- 
mand is considered reasonably active for the 
season. Prices are as yet unchanged. We have 
reason to believe, however, that the recent ad- 
yance in several of the English products of a 
like nature, will have an effect on clay. The 
keen competition, however, may delay this 
circumstance. 

Talco—The market has been dull and nom- 
inal, there being a dearth of interesting fea- 
tures. No changes in prices can be noted. 

Terra alba is in ample supply at the moment 
and prices are assuming a normal condition. 
We quote best English at 75c per 100 lbs, and 
prime French in round lots, ex-vessel, is also 
quoted at the same figure. There is said to 
be some inferior French offering for sale, but 
according to report, buyers do not take 
kindly to these lots, and the prices are de- 
pressed. 

Whiting—The recent activity would not 
seem to have been maintained, although some 
dealers state that they have received a num- 
ber of orders from the local buyers. Notwith- 
standing the agitated condition of the chalk 
market, prices have not changed, which is 
said to be mainly owing to the continued and 
keen competition among the makers. 

Clues. 

Amore quiet movement has prevailed dur- 
ing the past week, though prices are well 
maintained and are without change. The 
stock of foreign makes 1s thought to bea very 
full one and there is apparently more effort to 


press sales.

WINDOW GLASS. 


Allinterest in the glass market now centers 
in the effort of the Western manufacturers to 
organize a pool or corporation for the control 
and regulation of prices. As already men- 
tioned in these columns, several meetings 
have been held in Chicago without definite 
result, Another meeting is being held there 
to-day, but at this writing nothing relative 
to the work accomplished has been received 
here. The general impression is that the mat- 
ter will be finally settled to-day, and in view 
of the ir.fluences brought to bear, there seems 
to be little doubt that the long-talked of 
consolidation will be effected. The inten- 
tion is to organize a stock company, 
in which all of the manufacturers in- 
terested will be stock-owners. Proprietary 
interest in the individual works will be re- 
tained by their present owners. The output 
of each factory will be sold to the company 
ata fixed valuation, and the company will es- 
tablish prices and discounts. The jovbing in- 
terest will be taken care of, as according to 
the promoters of the scheme there is no wish 
or intention to freeze out the middlemen. 
Pending the Chicago negotiations the market 
has been somewhat unsettled but prices have 
not quotably changed. The discounts are 80 
& 6@80 & 5% as to size of order. 

A press dispatch received here to-day states 
that the pool is almost ready to go into opera- 
tion, although some signatures to the agree- 
Ment are still lacking. It is understooa that 
each factory entering the pool will be re- 
quired to pay $5,000 into the general treasury, 
either in money or glass. A delegate from 
each factory will be elected annually, and 
these delegates will elect a board of directors, 
who will have absolute control of the pool. 
It is further stated that the various 
factories will be run exactly as the Board of 
Directors may dictate, and the entire product 
will be sold by the organization through its 
agents. The manager will have in his office a 
list corrected daily of the entire stock of each 
glass factory in the combination, and when 
&n order is received he will forward it to 
such factory as has on hand the requisite 
supply, or he may order it made up within a 
certain date. The factories will receive their 
pay not from their customers for their goods, 
but from the head office, which will settle 
every 30 days. The board of directors will 
have the power to close down factories, if 
deemed for the best good of all concerned. At 
the end of six months a balance will be struck 
anda dividend made among the factories ac- 
cording to the amount of business each one

Synthetic Musk. 


A brief note in a foreign journal credits 
Mr. Albert Bauer with the statement that 
artificial musk is a trinitrobutyltoluene. It 
crystallizes in fine white needles, is fusible at 
9° to 97°, insoluble in water, but soluble in 
alcohol andether. Its solutions have power- 
ful odor of musk, and may be substituted for 
natural musk in many of its applications in 
perfumery. It is evidently distinct from 
natural musk, which isa resin not containing 
nitrogen. Artificial musk is not poisonous, 
as the author has ascertained by experiments 
on rabbits. The homologues of isobutyltolu- 
ene behave like the latter, and yield trinitro 
derivatives of a strong musky odor.

pETROLEUM MARKET. 

The features of interest the past week have 
peen the reports of the pipe lines for the 

onth of August, the further reduction in 
re premium on Southwest and lower field 
oft, and the advance in the price of export 
vils while the speculative price of crude re- 
mained in the neighborhood of 80c. As the 
pipe line reports showed a falling off in the 
runs of 9,235 bbls as compared with the July 
runs, the hopes of the bears of an increase in 
production anda check to the steady drain 
on the stocks above ground were blasted. 
With the approach of cold weather drilling 
operations will not be pursued with the ac- 
tivity which has characterized work in the 
producing fields during the summer, and the 


probabilities are that the gap between 
production and consumption will  in- 
crease as the season advances, Notwith- 


standing this condition of affairs the 
pullish exhibit made by the pipe line state- 
ment failed to influenee the market, and not 
yotilan advance was announced in the price 
of refined did the speculative market show a 
tendency to respond. A feature of import- 
ance in the fleld situation is that notwith- 
standing the new ventures have been fairly 
successful, with extensiuns of fields, the de- 
crease in the production of the old wells has 
not been made good by the new wells com- 
pleted. While the conditions, statistical and 
field, are so favorable to the bull interest there 
jgno improvement noticeable in trading, and 
outside operators appear to regard the appa- 
rent opportunities for profitable dealing with 
indifference and suspicion. The professional 
traders have also done very little and the 
market at times has been absolutely lifeless. 
The transactions during the past week show a 
decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 561,000 bbls (427,000 N. T. 
and 134,000 B.), against 635,000 bbls for the 
preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to _ 1,744,000 
bbls, against 2,096,000 bbls during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 5,192,000 bbls, against 4,720,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on to-day 
when 85c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 8044c, and was touched on 
Wednesday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 80\4c and the close this evening was 
at 82ioc, showing a gain of 2c as the result of 
the week's trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 434c. The high- 
est price for Buckeye certificates was 35c, 
reached on Monday, and the lowest was 
Sec, touched Saturday. The opening price 
last Wednesday was 33%c and the close 
this evening was at 3334c, showing no change 
for the week under an extreme range of 
variations of 2c. 

The acquisition of several large wells in the 
Wildwood territory during the past week is 
attracting considerable attention from the 
trade in general. While the boundary of pro- 
lic territory bas not been extended to any 
great degree, the fact has been developed 
that a large increase of production is reason- 
ably sure to follow with the completion of 
wells now drilling within defined limits. The 
Young well was a surprise to many, as the 
proximity of the venture to the diminu- 
tive Simpson farm producer naturally led 
to the conclusion that it would be safe to 
class it in the same category. Others, how- 
ever, were firm in their faith of the location 
andfrom the first asserted the Young would 
be a good well. The production of the well has 
receded from its first output .o 400 barrels a 
day. Itic claimed that the well is not deep 
enough in the sand, and that when the drill is 
again set in motion the production will be in- 
creased. The Ice Pond well, owned by Green- 
lee & Forst, is not following in the footsteps 
of its predecessors, the drill having reached a 
different geological formation. This well has 
been counted on as a duster, and at best 
would only make a small pumper. When it 
was 12feet in the sand it had made two or 
three small flows, and the hole was full of oil, 
but very little gas, While the indica- 
tions are not flattering for a big well, the 
Prediction that it will be a good one is 
easonably sure unless all signs fail. The Pat- 
terson, Griffith & Miller well, on the Menke, is 
now one of the interesting points of the field. 
This well has been reported in the sand and 
showing oil, through the sand and dry, while 
another report was current that it was drilled 
below the level of the Wildwood oil horizon, 
and no evidence whatever of sand was found. 
Both the drillers and owners appear to be at 
8€8 as to the correct geological location of the 
drill, but one of the interested parties was of 
the vpinion that the drill is just on top of the 
sand, which conclusion is supported by the 
record of other wells drijled in this immediate 
locality, The Burke & McBride well, on the 
‘Doc’ Moon farm, struck the sand, but was 
hot far enough in for the pay. On the A. 
Moon farm, Barnsdall & Co. are still fishing for 
lost tools at 1,800 feet. Greenlee & Forst No. 
4, Ralshouse, which came in on Fri- 
day, made 75 bbis an bour on the start, 
but fell off to 50 bbls per hour. 
Their No, 5, Ralshouse, is nearly due, and 
No. 7, same farm, is expected in about the 
Middle of the week. Gibson & Giles No. 1, 
tt, is on top the sand, and the result will 


be known in ashort time. The Roth Oil Com- 
pany No. 2, Kreutzer farm, are looking for 
the sand in a day or two, and Gailey Bros., on 
the Blyle farm, are 14 feet in the sand. The 
Smith Oil Company, on the Smith farm, are 
due, These are important wells, and the own- 
ers are looking for something big. The Roth 
Oil Company expect another well in about 
the middie of the week on the Har- 
bush. The Forest Oil Company have lo- 
cated No. 2 rig on the Young farm 500 feet 
north and across the creek from No.1. Grif- 
fith & Miller, on the Ringeisen farm, are down 
1,350 feet with their No.1. Finegan & Down- 
ing have a rig up on the Wallace farm one- 
haif mile southwest from the Harbush wells. 
The burning gas well was extinguished Friday 
by running a two-inch line to the casing and 
turning on a high pressure of steam. There 
are now 20 producing wells in the field, the ag- 
gregate production of which for 24 hours 
was 8,286 barrels. Thisisan average of Over 
414 barrels to the well, which is a record that 
but few, if any, fields in the southwest can 
show. The pipe line people are enlarging 
their capacity, and are now prepared to 
handle 10,000 barrels a day. 


Wednesday, Sept. 10. 

While the opening was somewhat stronger 
at 8(lgc, there was quite a number of sellers, 
and their efforts to dispose of their oil brought 
the price down to 80Mc. A synopsis of the re- 
port of the principal pipe lines was received 
showing a considerable decrease in the stocks 
and also in the rung during the month of 
August, which latter was a bullish feature not 
generally expected, and this tended to give 
the operators more courage, the bidding be- 
coming active and resulting in a rapid ad- 
vance above 8lc. After some realizing sales, 
which caused a slight reaction, a fresh start 
was made and the price was advanced to 8c 
This brought seliers again to the front, but no 
bear efforts were made, the operators allow- 
ing matters to take their own course, the price 
fluctuating a few points as sellers or buyers 
predominated. The close was rather strong 
at 81}4c, making a gain for the day of lc under 
a@ range to quotations of 134c. The sales footed 
up 109,000 bbis, including 10,000 bbls September 
at 8044c. There was little of interest except 
the monthly reports, which are discussed else- 
where. Buckeyes were entirely neglected 
during the entire forenoon, but when bidders 
appeared they found few caring to sell, con- 
quently the bids had to be raised, 33%c being 
named before a sale was effected, making an 
advance of 4c over the close of yesterday. 
From this the advance to 343¢c was rapid and a 
fair amount of oil changed hands, but the re- 
action was as prompt and even more decided, 
the price dropping to 33%c. Toward the 
close buying was resumed, under which 
the price rose to 3i4c, which was also 
the closing figure, making a gain for 
the day of Ke while the extent of the varia- 
tions was li4c. ‘lhe sales aggregated 70,000 
bbls. At Wildwood, Giles & Gibson and Jen- 
nings, Calhoun & Co. drilled their Harbush 
No.2 in the pay streak. The well flowed 1 
bbl. per minute until afternoon, when they 
drilled half an hour, which increased the out- 
put to 40 inches or 100 bbis. per hour. Their 
No.1 was doing 8 bbls. per hour, but after 
No. 2 was drilled in No. 1 declined to 70 bbls, 
per hour. Forest & Greenlee got the lost 
tools out of their Ralshouse No. 2, which were 
lost last week, when drilling the well into the 
pay streak. The well was then doing 25 bbls. 
perhour. After getting tvols out and drill- 
ing, it done three inches or 74 bbis. per hour. 
Coast & Uo. drijled their Ralshouse No. 2 into 
the pay streak. It is showing rather light, 
probably about 100 bbis. perday. At Callery, 
McKee struck a well on the William Cash- 
dollar farm that showed a 500 bbl. per day 
rate at the start. The Forest Oil Co. No. 2, 
George Marberger farm, is drilling in the 
hundred foot sand, and at about 40 to 45 feet 
init has a good showing of oil, indicating 
about a 50 bbl. per day starter, but may blow 
out like No.1 did.

A tight money market coupled with the un- 
certainty regarding the outcome of the tariff 
question in Congress has interfered to a great- 
eror less extent with business in the drug 
market during the past week. In most lines 
puyers are holding off awaiting more propi- 





Ss. tious conditions. One or two articles, the 
price of which will be considerably enhanced 
68 inthe event that the tariff bill passes as at pres- 


ent worded have been the subject of consider- 
able speculative attention, the result being @ 
material advance in prices. Among them the 
most prominent are sugar of milk and Italian 
sage, Several other articles are in a position 
warranting a marked advance providing the 
tariff bill is signed by the President. The 
general list shows a rather apathetic condition 
of affairs. Consumers are buying from hand 
to mouth, and while in the aggregate the 
yolume of business is fully up to the average 
for this season, the market as a whole presents 

rather quiet appearance. Some of the 
larger speculative operators, whose trans- 
actions might under other circumstances have 
a serious effect upon the market are 
pandicapped by the high rates demanded 
for money. On the whole the tone of the 
market is one of extreme firmness. ‘I'he posi- 
tion of silver is still reflectcd by most of the 
articles imported from the East and from 
South and Central American countries, but 
the upward movement in these has been 
somewhat retarded of late by the decline in 
the price of the metal. Advices from abroad 
are encouraging to holders of goods here. 
Business there is quite active and the general 
tendency is toward a higher range of values. 
Mail advices from London to the 4th inst, re- 
port a very good demand anda generally 
firmer feeling. There isa good deal of specu- 
lative activity in that market, though the in- 
fuences giving rise to it are not 
dearly apparent, except those growing 
out of the rise inthe priceof silver. China 
and India goods are mostly affected by this 
cause,and among the articles that are tending 
upward we notice a number that come from 
these countries. The articles showing an ad- 
vance, according toour last mail advices, are 
Indian hemp, cuttlefish bone, Japan wax, ly- 
' copodium, Tinnevelly senna, cardamoms,Cape 
od aloes, myrrh, benzoin, colombo root, ipecac, 
jalap, orris root, senega root, shellac,carnauba 
wax,cocoa butter and quicksilver. The fol- 
lowing articles show a decline: Quinine, cu- 
bebs, cascarilla, chamomiles, irish moss and 
spermaceti.

Opium. 
The opium market is somewhat unsettled 
but the tendency seems to be toward a 
higher range of values. Interest in the ar- 
ticle seems to have increased of late in con- 
sequence of the strong reports from the 
primary market but we have not discovered 
any large increase in the volume of business. 
Buyers have been supplying themselves from 
hand to mouth for some time past and being 
at present short of stock are supposed to 
operate on a large scale whenever the indica- 
e tions are favorable for an advance, That 
seems tobe the case at present aud conse- 
quently we find more business doing than for 
some time past. The reported sales aggregate 
%cs principally in 1 to 5 cs lots at prices 
ranging from $3 75@3 95 for natural and $3 70@ 
88 for standardized. These figures represent 
the present range of quotations, according to 
test, quantity and seller. Advices from abroad 
indicate a strong market there. Cables re- 
ceived on Saturday reported a strong feeling 
a in Smyrna, with few sellers. According to 
mail advices the position there was improving. 
At the beginning of the season, the fact that 
receipts were fully up to those of last year at 
the same time gave the impression that the 
crop would be as large as that of 1889. Lat- 
terly the receipts from the interior have 
thown a decided falling off, and it looks 
now as though the estimates of a short 
crop would be fulfilled. From a letter writ- 
ten by E. A. Maltrass from Smyrna on Aug- 
Ust 30th, we learn that that market was 
steady, with no prospects of lower prices for 
the present, though a good deal depended

Quinine. 

There has been quite an active movement in 
quinine during the week, but to-day the mar- 
ket was quiet and buyers seemed to be hold- 
ing off awaiting developments in the move- 
ment to secure the imposition of a duty on 
quinine. Representatives of the American 
manufacturers have spent a good deal of time 


in Washington of late. impressing upon rep- | 
resentatives and Senators the necessity and | 


justice of granting to quinine manufacturers 
the same degree of protection that is extended 
to manufacturers of other chemicals, Though 
they failed in the Senate to receive recog- 
nition, the belief is expressed that more suc- 
cess will be bad in the conference committee, 
There are many in tho trade who are skep- 
tical regarding the probability of a duty being 
placed on quinine by the present Congress. 
They cannot see why the conference commit- 
tee should censider the claims of the Ameri- 
can manufacturers, in view of the fact that 
there is no question in dispute between the 
two houses relative to the question of taking 
quinine from the free list. Nevertheless the 


friends of dutiable quinine advise the 
scoffers to wait for the resuit of 
the conference, and it was rumored 
about the market to-day that 


the efforts of the gentlemen who have been 
urging the imposi.ion of a duty would be suc- 
cessful. Inthe meantime, the failure of the 
motion in the Senate has had a somewhat de- 
pressing effect, which even the strong show- 
ing of the bark situation could not counter- 
act. The slight weakness which has mani- 
fested itself within the last day or two is, 
however, not aitogether the result of this 
cause. It is intimated that certain large 
holders are bearing the market with a view to 
increasing their holdings,but as near as we can 
ascertain they have not met with much suc- 
cess. There have been several important sales 
within the week and at the close negotiations 
were pending for the purchase of some 80,000 
ounces, but the scarcity of money has been 
against any extensive movement. At this 
writing the total quantity sold during the 
week cannot be ascertained, but we were able 
to trace the sale of several lots, aggregating 
about 50,000 ounces at 28@28}¢c, and a shade 
under the inside price. At the close the mar- 
ket was quoted at from 28c to 30c, but there 
were no free seliersat the inside price. The 
agents for the Milan brand to-day reduced 
their quotation on spot goods to 28c, but 
tirmly maintaiued their price on furward de- 
liveries. In the other brands there was no 
quotable change, and no disposition was 
shown to shade prices.

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Sassafras bark is scarce and firm at 644@7c. 
There isa fair demand. Soap bark is quiet 
and unchanged. Cinchonas are very firm, but 
without quotable change. 

Beans. 

Tonka beansare in active jobbing request 
and arefirmly held. The syndicate will not 
sell less than 5,000 lbs, and refuse less than 
$159. Old beans are quoted by second hands 
at $1 75@2 10 as to quality. 

Berries 

Cubeb berries, choice bold, are very firm at 
$145. The supply of shrivelled berries ie a 
little larger than last year and they are offered 
at $115@120. The jobbing demand is very 
good, Juniper berries of the new crop are 
about ready for delivery on the otherside and 
prices there have an upward tendency. Here 
the market is dull at 244@2\c. as to quality. 

Essential Oils. 

Anise and cassia oils are firm and unchanged. 

Cubeb oil is easier at $12, though some hold- 
ers still want $12@13. 

Peppermint oil has an upward tendency, in 
sympathy with advices from the country. It 
is reported that the recent storms have flood- 
ed the lowlands, and have not only 
stopped distillation, but have seriously dam- 
aged the uncut crop of mint. For 
Western on the spot prices range from $2 to 
$2 10 though it is possible that a shade less 
would still buy. Wayne County is held at $2 10 
@2H astoseller and quantity. Case oil is 
somewhat unsettled, but the tendency is high- 
er. The price is $2 55@2 60 as to holder, the 
outside figure, however, being generally 
quoted. 

Pennyroyal oil of prime quality is generally 
held at $1 40@1 5) as to quantity, but there are 
cheaper goods on the market. 


Sassafras oil has been unsettled, but is again 
tending upward, as the bulk of the stock in 
receivers’ hands has been bought up. We hear 
of sales of about 225 cans at 38@40c, but the 
range of quotations now is 42@44c as to quan- 
tity and seller. 

Herbs and Leaves. 

Short buchus of prime quality are exceed- 
ingly scarce and are held at l@l5c. Coca 
l2aves of the Truxillo variety are offered at 
20c but are rather quiet, recent sales having 
supplied the larger consumers. There are no 
Huanuco leaves here. Italian sage is active 
and excited owing to the prospect that a duty 
of 3c will be placed upon it. We hear of sales 
of200 bales at 24@iée for ordinary, which 
grade is now held at 3}4@5c as toseller. For 
picked 6@8c is quoted. Sennas are dull and 
nominal. 

Roots. 

Colombo root is tending upward in sympa- 
thy with advices from the other side. We 
quote 5@1%, as to quality. 

Galangal is higher abroad, and, being scarce 
here, is now held for 9@9c on the spot 
and 7@8c to arrive. 

Ginseng has been in more demand, and 
with limited receipts prices are higher. Sales 
of 6,000 lbs are reported at $2 80@3 25, and now 
$3 25@3 75 is the quoted range as to quality. 

Golden seal root has received some atten- 
tion, and we hear of sales of 4,000 lbs at 30@3lc. 
The general quotation now is 32@3ic. The 
principal holder is not offering, but is said to 
be a buyer. 

Jalap has sold to the extent of 3,000 lbs at 
50c, and 60c is now demanded. The lot of 6 
bales which arrived during the week was 
partly sold previously. 

Orris root ishigher in sympathy with for- 
eign advives. We quote Florentine, whole, at 
20@22c and Verona at 934@10c. 

Senega is wanted to some extent for export 
and we get sales of 15,000 lbs on private terms; 
39@40c are the general quotations. 
arsaparilia is very firm and tending up- 
ward. There is an active inquiry for Honduras 
on home and export account but the 
stock is in few hands and holders are indif- 
ferent sellers. Mexican is now quoted at 11@ 
18c, as to holder and quality. Stocks are light 
and offered sparingly, while the demand is ac- 
tive. 
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ferpentaria is quoted at a range of 34@48c, 
asto seller and quantity. The root is very 
scarce, but not much is required at present. 


Shellac. 

The market for shellac is exceedingly firm 
and in view of the strong statistical position 
the tendency is toward a higher range of 
values. Since our last the active demand 
previously noted, has continued and we have 
to report sales of 1,000 cases principally 88,8 D 
and intermediate grades. Calcutta reports 
by cable a strong demand from Europe and 
America, and quotations from that market are 
fully acent higher than at the date of our 
last. London also is firmer. The London 
Commercial Record in its issne of the 5th inst. 
says: “The advance in value still continues 
all along the line, and the transactions have 
again been very extensive, amounting to up- 
wards of 20,000 cases—principally T N second 
orange for forward delivery, which closed to- 
day with good demand at about the best point 
at present realized, viz., September at 110s, 
October at 112s, November at 1133,and Decem- 
ber at 113s 6d per cwt.—an advance of 53 per 
cewt. this week. The buying since our last has 
been ofa very influential character, and a 
much higher range of values seems certain, 
indeed the statistical position of the article is 
80 strong that the high prices current in the 
memorable years of 1673-74 will probably 
goon again be seen if not ex- 
ceeded. In AC garnet, a _ considerable 
business has been done, and an advance of 6s 
to 7s per cwt has been established—latterly 
holders of this description have withdrawn 
their goods from the marset. In button 
(which shows an advance of 58 per cwt) busi- 
ness has been comparatively limited this 
week, the extensive dealings in second 
Orange and garnet apparently taking up 
all the attention of operators. Of sticlac 
the available supply at Calcutta is extremely 
small—so small, indeed, and so high in price 
that even at 125s per cwct for T N diamond 
second orange the manufacturer of shellac 
would get iittle or no profit. The factories 
are all closed. In this country the stocks in 
dealers’ and consumers’ hands were never 
lower, and up to the end of the year the de- 
liveries from our wharves and docks will be 
on an extensive scale (say an average 
monthly delivery of 4,500 cases), and as 
fresh supplies cannot possibly exceed 
1,000 to 1,200 cases per month, our 
stock at the end of the year will be rednced to 
about 33,000 cases. The visible supply of shel- 
lac in the United States is from all accounts 
insufficient to satisfy the requirement to the 
end of the year, indeed, a considerable de- 
mand 1s anticipated here on American account 
erelong.” In this market garnet is extremeiy 
scarce, the stock of free being about 
exhausted. For free 25@26c is quoted, 
and for the matted 2#4c. Seed lac is 


qu uoted at 25c, and sticlac at 22c on the spot.

McCulloch, in speaking of 
the Liverpool market under date of Sept. 5th, 
seys: “Caustic soda still in limited supply and 
full prices paid—£10 12s 64@10 15s for 70%, and

£5 17 64@6 f. 0. b. Chlorate potash quiet at 
5d, Sulphate copper in better demand and 
prices advanced to £18108 for this month.

Heavy Chemicals.

Acetate of Lime—The week has been 
wholly without interest in this market, aad 
in the absence of any business, it is difficult to 
locate prices. Dealers are hopeful that 
, the demand will spring up in the near future. 


Arsenic is in better demand fur forward 
shipment, and the inquiry for immediate 
delivery is reported improved. The market is 
steady at unchanged figures. 


Blue Vitriol—It is not possible to note any 
alteration in the position of this market. 
Trading has been very quiet, and while there 
is no special evidence of steadiness, no par- 
ticular concessions are reported as being 
made in order to induce business. By some, 
however, it is said that no complaint can be 
found with the trading. 


Brimstone—There is little of interest to 
record, beyond the fact that local sellers ap- 
pear a trifle firmer in their views, and are now 
quoting $2075 for best unmixed seconds, and 
$20 25 for thirds, The demand, however, has 
shown no improvement, and but little 
trading has been indulged in. In their month- 
ly report, dated Messina, Sept. 1, 1890, Messrs. 
Emil Fog & Sons say: ‘*The sudden rise wit- 
nessed in the early part of the month did not 
come unexpected. Stocks were not given suf- 
ficient time to accumulate, when the intelli- 
gence arrived of the charter of several big 
steamers, closely followed by large purchases. 
Later, the cereal crop having been brought to 
market, the railroads turned all available cars 
to the conveyance of mineral, values being 
thereby affected. The absence of business is 
beginning to make some of the weak holders 
restless, and we may have to confront a 
period of depression, However, we desire to 
warn our friends against relying on as low 
figures as we touched last year; it is not easy 
here to get at the truth; yet there is littie 
doubt that this year’s production is short. We 
are led to believe the statement correct when 
we observe tbat those who are compelied to 
realize their stocks,buy futures freely at con- 
siderably high prices,”

TUESDAY EVENING, Sept. 16, 1890. 

There has been no important alteration 
from a week ago, in the general conditions of 
the market for dyes and dyestuffs. The 
stringent money market and the peculiar po- 
sition of exchange, have done much to un- 
settle affairsand in many instances an ab- 
sence of trading has prevailed asa result of 
these conditions. There have been no special 
changes in the prices of any of the articles. 

Aniline colors are still called for in the 
usual jobbing quantities, but no fresh fea- 
tures can be noted and prices are unchanged. 
Salte and oil continue to be quoted at ex- 
treme figures, and reports from abroad con- 
tinue strong. 

Alizarine~The customary matter of fact 
jobbing business has been transacted,since we 
last wrote, while prices are still low, no ap- 
parent interest being taken in them by either 
buyers or sellers. The market is without 
feature. 

Albumen—The amount of new business 
doing has been limited and little of interest 
has transpired since our last writing. There 
has been a parcel of foreign egg, old stock, 
offering at 35c, but as yet the lot has not 
found a purchaser. New goods are held at 
3944@40c, but there has been nothing of any 
moment changing hands. 

Bichromate of soda has found a fair jobbing 
outlet, but the market has been far from 
active and but little interest appears to be 
taken in the prevailing condition of affairs. 
Prices are unchanged. Bichromate of soda 
has continued in very fair request, but the 
business has been accomplished without 
special comment and at previous figures. 

Cutch—The market has been without fresh 
interest and no salesof any moment are re- 
ported. The feeling has been steady, although 
perhaps not so firm as at the date of our last 
writing. The advices from abroad have con- 
tained nothing of special interest,and no sales 
for shipment are given us. Spot lots are 
quoted at 64gc and sales of say 400 bales have 
been accomplished in asmall jobbing way at 
this figure. 

Dextrine.—The market continues high, ad- 
vices from abroad still being of a firm nature, 
For spot lots, the asking prices are now 45{c, 
but for futures a high figure is named. There 
is a fair supply available. 

Divi Divi—Beyond the reported sale, at 
prices in the neighborhood of $50, cf the 25 
tons old stock which has been offering in the 
market for some time back, we can learn of 
no specia) transactions, and the market wou!d 
appear to have been without feature. An ad- 
ditiongl arrival of 48 bags is reported. 

Dyewoods.—The market for stick wood con- 
tinues without particular animation, prices 
being at the moment rather easier than other- 
wise. The best informed among the importers 
apparently are of the opinion that the market 
has reached bottom, and while they do not 
hesitate to dispose of stocks, on the dock and 
nearby, they do not seem to be willing to sell 
cargoes further off,at the rate prevailing at 
present. There isa dispute in relation to the 
cargo of Port de Paix, which arrived per the 
Ozama, the receivers claiming that the 
wood is not of standard quality and 
in all probability an allowance will have 
to be made. A cargo of Jeremie was 
received during the week and delivered 
on contract at $26. ‘The stocks on dock 
have been increased by 300 tons Port de Paix. 
Wood is moving rather slowly and the extract 
manufacturers are scrutinizing cargoes very 
closely, as it is alleged that the recent arrivals 
of Port de Paix and Gunaives, show a mixture 
of several of the poorer grades of wood, they 
seeming to be of the same description as is re- 
ported in the Ozama cargo. There is a small 
cargo of Gonaives wood on dock, obtainable 
at $32. Extracts have been exeeedingly slow 
of sale, and prices show no improvement over 
a week ago. 

Gambier.—The market would not appear to 
be particularly firm at the moment, but in the 
absence of trading, it is not an easy matter to 
locate valucs accurately. The demand has 
been of asmall jobbing description and par- 
cels have been obtainable at slight concessions 
in prices, say 5%c from vessels now in 
port. The shipment prices would appear to 
have steadied a trifle, but buyers have shown 
no inclination to take hola and as a conse- 
quence there has been nothing upon which to 
base the market. We would quote spot lots 
to-day at 5544@5%c. 

Nutgalls—Aleppo galls have been in quiet 
request, and prices are unchanged, the mar- 
ket being wholly without feature. The loca! 
market for China galls bas continued without 
animation, values being unaltered at 16}4c, 
Advices from London reporta clearing up of 
several old lots, which were held at that port, 
and what remains is held at high figures. Ac- 
cording to the latest reports, the new crop 
will be a very good one, but will not be offered 
in this market before November or December. 

Prussiate of Potash—The demand for all 
grades has continued very fair, and as the 





weather has not as yet become propitious for 
crystalizing, but little addition has been 
made to the stocks. Prices, asa natural re- 
sult of the above conditions, are still quoted 
with a firm tone, but show no change froma 
week ago. 

Indigo—The market for Bengals has been 
devoid of interesting items, during the week 
under review. While thére are some outside 
lots offering at prices under $1, the best par- 


cels are said to have been taken up. A fair 
demand has prevailed, prices being fully 
maintained in all transactions. There 
has been nothing of any moment 
from abroad beyond the cable reports 
of crop prospects. Exchange is off 


somewhat, being now quoted 1s 91-16d. 
Contrary to the general expectations of the 
dealers in Madras and Manila indigo, the silver 
sgitation has as yet had no effect on prices, 
but this circumstance is mainly attributed to 
the fact that the stock available is of very fair 
proportions. The trading has been of a small 
jobbing description, aggregating say, 
10 cases of Madras and 5 cases 
of Me nila. Previous prices have 
ruled in all transactions. We are indebted to 
Messrs. Howe, Balch & Co. for the following 
dated Boston, Sept. 13, 1890: “By cable re- 
ceived to-day from our Calcutta house, the 
crop is now estimated as follows: Lower Ben- 
gal, 16,000 maunds; Behar, 54,0(0 maunds; Ben- 
ares, 8,000 maunds; Northwest provinces, 
Oude and Doab, 22,000 maunds; total, 100,000 
maunds. Actual outturn last season was 143,- 
250 maunds.”’ 

Starch—The market is somewhat agitated, 
in consequence of the high cost of the raw 
materials, and dealers are operating with 
caution. In order to demonstrate that the 
present ruling figures are not excessive, the 
members of the combination make a compari- 
son of to-day’s market with that ruling in 
1883. At that time,corn was held at 45@ 0c, 
while the asking price for starch was 4@4\%c. 
Corn is now firm at 50c, while starch is selling 
at 3i4c. It is said that the National Starch 
Co, have a number of contr.cts of the indi- 
vidual members, which were taken at 2%4c, 
and if this be true, the loss on these orders 
will be considerable. There was an advance 
contemplated by the combination, but the 
matter was abandoned as impracticable. Po- 
tato starch is exceedingly tirm at the moment 
and each week develops a more discouraging 
outlook for the raw materia). In consequence, 
the quantity of starch available of this deecrip- 
tion is rather limited and from all appesrances 
will coutinue so. Wheat starch is ruling at 
a firm figure and the stock of this grade is also 
somewhat limited. 

Sumac—It is not possible to report anything 
of fresh interest in the market for Sicily 
as the advicesfrom the primary market ap- 
pear to have been rather meager. Sales of 
spot parcees have been consummated, to the 
extent of say 200 bags at $63@65, while we are 
givena transaction of 100 tons for shipment at 


$59, delivered in storeand duty guaranteed. 
This is considered a very low figure, consider- 
ing the conditions and stipulations in the 
transaction. The supply on spo: is adequate 
for all present demands. Virginia has been 
without feature, and few sales are reported, 
as it is somewhat early for transactions in 
the new crop. There has been no particular 
ange in prices, although sellers appear a 
trifle firmer in their views. 

Tin crystals,while fairly steady,owing to the 
continued high costof the raw material, have 
not altered in price, and the demand can be 
termedfonly moderate and strictly of jobbing 
proportions, 
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The Florida Phosphate Fields.* 


BY H. ROBINSON, M. D., OF JACKSONVILLE. 

During thesummer of 1887, whilst the U.S 
Government survey was being made of Peace 
River, Fla., which issituated in the southern 
part of the state near Charlotte Harbor, two 
members of the surveying party were attract- 
ed by the peculiar pebbles abundantly found 
in the bed of the river. They sent some of the 
pebbles to a chemist to be analyzed; on receiv- 
ing areport that these specimens were phos- 
phate coprolites they mace a more extensive 
investigation, and to their gratification found 
that the supply of coprolites was immense, 
They then guietly purchased the greater part 
of the land embracing the banks and bed of 
the river, made arrangements with fertilizing 
companies for the dispusal of the phosphate, 
and proceeded to ‘erect works for mining it, 
Their operations attracted but little attention 
either at home or abroad; they in the mean- 
time amassing a fortune. 

In June of 1889, a farmer at Dunellon,a 
village in Marion county, was digging a well 
for water on his homestead, and as he had an 
idea that his land contained gypsum, he car- 
ried some of the rock that was thrown out of 
the well to Ocala, the county seat, and showed 
to Mr. Snowden (a graduate of the N. Y. Col- 
lege of Pharmacy) the specimen of the so- 
called gypsum. Mr. Snowden made an analy- 
sisof the rock and uscertuined that it was 
composed principally of phosphate of lime. 
This important discovery was communicated 
to Mr. J. F. Dunn, (a capitalist of Ocala) who 
sent some of the specimens to a St. Louis firm 
of chemists, for further analysis. 

Their report confirmed Mr. Snowden’s au- 
alysis, and recommended that further search 
be made; whereupon Mr. Dunn purchased 
through his agents thousands of acres of land 
at nominal prices, from one dollar to five dol-

About the beginning of the present year he 

ade his discoveries and purchases public 
. upon an excitement arose throughout 
ame that can only be compared to the 
prt discoveries in California. Old and young, 
plack and white, males and females through- 

t the whole State abandoned their urual 
roars of life in search of phosphates. The 
whole State was honeycombed with auger- 
porings; pits were dug in every field. 

Asa result of these borings it was demon- 
strated that the phosphate fields in Florida 
were practically uvlimited; the mineral un- 
derlays pretty much of the whole State. 
Lands that sold last autumn at a dollar an 
acre sold readily for $50 to $100 per acre. 
Kager buyers from every part of the Union 
rushed into the State, and purchased without 
even an examination of titles cr asurvey of 
the lands, paying any price asked rather than 
lose the opportunity. Yet none have re- 
gretted their investments. Vast sums 
of money changed hands and more 
discoveries were being made, At the 
present time (June, 1890) the fever has some- 
what abated, but it is still raging flercaly. 
Large investments are yet dvily being made, 
but more judiciously than before; locality and 
transportation facilities are now considered as 
afactor in the price of lands, and values are 
becoming more stable. 


The Dunellon phosphates (so-called because 
first there discovered) are found principally in 
the southern portion of central Florida, com- 
prising the counties of Marion, Citrus, Levy, 
and Alachua, also Lafayette and Waculla 
counties. This non-metallic mineral is in ap- 
pearance usually perfectly white, similar to 
limestone rock. It is composed of, on an av- 
erage, bone phosphate of lime 75 to 8 per 
cent.,and alumina and iron oxide each from 2 
to3percent., and the remainder of carbonic 
acid and silica. 


There are also ia almost every other part of 
the state, pockets of a similar formation of a 
lower grade; aud marl beds containing about 
10to 20 per cent. of phosphate of lime, are in 
great abundance everywhere. 


In the southern part of Marion county and 
the northern partof Citrus county adjoining 
the phosphate rock extends from the surface, 
orlor 2 feet from the surface, in solid beds 
from 5 to 2' feet undergronnd in depth. That 
obtained from the surface of the land is usually 
laminated, of a greyish white color, of very 
high percentage of phosphoric acia; lower 
down the rock continues to show evidence of 
lamination, and is of snow white color; as we 
proceed, however, 10 to 15 feet underground, 
all evidence of Jamination disappears, and the 
rok, still white, is soft, and has the consist- 
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Commission Merchants in East India Merchandise. 
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Thia,variety of phosphate rock is, by the aid 
of pickaxes, mined in large boulders, fre- 
quently weighing from 600 to 1,500 pounds 
each. This is loaded in freight cars and 
shipped to be manufactured into soluble or 
acid phosphate for manuring purposes, 


In the counties of Polk, Hillsborough and 
some other counties, the phosphate is inti- 
mately intermixed with sand or clay, and can 
be made available only by separating the 
phosphate from the matrix by the use of hy- 
draulic power, which, as yet, has not been 
attempted. 


In the county of De Soto, which is 
traversed by Peace river and its tribu- 
taries, the soil, either sandy or clay, 
is loosely mixed with large quan- 
tities of coprolites. No white rock like it in 
other parts of the State has been found. 


Peace River is a shallow and tortuous 
stream; its bed and banks are formed of nearly 
equal parts of fine sand and phosphatic cop- 
rolites. The coprolites are of a dark color, 
either blue or gray, very hard, of smooth tex- 
ture, and vary in size from that of the small- 
est millet seed to that of a hen'’s egg. The 
average percentage of bone phosphate of lime 
of these coprolites is about 65 to 75. There is 
no question as to the origin of the deposits. 
They bear every evidence of being composed 
of fecal matter exclusively. Large beds of 
bones, some of gigantic size, are frequently 
found in or near the river; some of these bones 
were evidently those of elephants and masto- 
dons. Shark bones and teeth are very abund- 
ant in the river bed, also those of the manatie 
and alligators. 


In the bed of the river are frequently vast 
banks of sand and coprolites intermixed, in 
about equal proportions. They vary from a 
few yards to a half of mile in length, and from 
5tol5feetin height, protruding out of the 
water. The bed of the river has been dredged 
for 18 feet below the water and the supply of 
coprolites has increased as the dredging pro- 
gressed. During rains the coprolites are 
washed out of the lands and little streams 
tributary to the river, into its bosom, and thus 
the supply is continuously increased. 


The minicg of this phosphate is done with 
dredge-boats only. A rubber suction pipe 
capable of lifting a ton of matter every three 
minutes is attached to the rear of the boat; 
this is lowered into the water, the sand and 
phosphate lifted is put into barges, carried to 
a mill, thence elevated and emptied into a 
screen, and sifted so as to separate the sand 
from the coprolite, then lowered into a rail- 
road car, and shipped to be manufactured into 
the superphosphate of commerce.
